AN EXCITING MAN HURT.

Police Ofticors Have a Diffienit Time Catch-
ing a Thief in a River.

ALBANY, Ang. 15.—An exciting land and
water chase ocoured bere this afternoon in
and about the river front. Two junk thieves
were detected stenling brasses off the cars in
the Delaware and Hudson yard. One was
canght and the other, named John Riley,
slipping past the officers, plunged into the
river at the foot of Maiden lane, there being
no other avenue of eseape open. He was
clad only in shirt and punts, and though the
officers soon secured a bout 1o continue the
chase be succeeded in divesting himsell of
his clothing while swimming noross the
river. Whenever the boat overhauled him,
he dove and swam under water for several
yards, and in this way eluded his pursuers

The river is a quarter of & mile wide at
this point, and in dodging and doubling,
nearly an hour was consumed by pursuers
and pursued.

He was, however,
capturefl after swimming and running over
three miles down the river.

NEW Yorg, Aug. 15,—The storyof Feive
and Hinde Zlabowsky, s boy 19 years old
and a girl of 12 yenrs, Hebrews, and their
eseape from Russis to America, reads like
one of the old abolition storiesof the under-
ground railway. They belong to a despised
and perseonted race, but there is a simple
heroisin about them that commands respect.

Their father, Abraham Zlabowsky, was a
butcher in the little town of Hruskoy, in
the government of Kursk. The anti-
Semitic troubles drew on, and July
15 of last yesr, 8 out of the 16 He-
brew families were ordered to leave within
24 hours, Where they were to go the au-
thorities didn't eare, only they were to
leave Russin. Abraham Zlabowsky for-
tunntely had enough money to buy a steer-
age ticket to San Antonio, Tex., where he
has a sister. Ineautiously he let it omt to
some one of the countless spies that he in-
tended to go to America and leave his
family behind until he could get enough
money to send for them,

THE HOUSE BURNED DOWN.,

The night after the father had gone their
house was set on fire by somebody who was
determined that the whole fumily must go
too, The house the Zlnbowekys had paid
for and every stick of furniture and every
rag of clothes, except what they had on
their backs, went up in smoke and not one
of the village turned o hand to help put out
the fire.

They had an uncle named Joel Bardetzki
in the town of Kanatop, 20 Euglisk miles
distant. The mother walked there, earrying
the youngest of the children. They fled by
night as though they hnd been eriminals.
They were Incky that no one challenged
them and had them put into prison. When

cople came nlong the road they hid in the

ushes.

He took the mother and the little
ones in a watmu by night throngh Poland,
and possed them from one place to another,
Feive, the sturdy lad, and Hinde, the girl
of 12, wo less sturdy than her brother,
trudged along afoot, carrving what few
traps they had.  The boy doesn’t remember
the names of the towns, He wasn't inter-
ested in inquiring. All he knows is that
thes had to wade through ariver to get into
Nenstadt, (Germany.

SEPARATED FROM MOTHER.

They got mired and were nearly drowned,
more than that they gotseparated from their
mother. When they arrived in Hamburg
they expected to find her. But she had not
come. ey didn't know but she had gone
on to America.  They didn't know but she
had been eaught st the frontier, perhaps
thrown into prison, and their ) rien:lp:ent 10
Siberin. But there was nothing for them to
do but come on to America

They arrived in New York Wednesday on
the Veendum, and were put into the deten-
tion pen. Nobody knew them and they
knew nobody. Tt isn’t much wonder that
when Mr. Reinherz spoke to them the girl
burst out erying and the boy had all he
could do to keep his chin from trembling
and the water from coming into his eyes.
